REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Examiner Interview, the Examiner noted that claims 25-26 and 29-40 are 
pending in the application and that claims 35-40 should be cancelled or amended to be 
made allowable. No restriction/election requirement was made by the Examiner. By this 
response, claims 35-40 have been amended. Thus, claims 25-26 and 29-40 are pending 
in the application. 

Examiner Interview 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the courtesies extended during a telephone call 
on June 14 and a voicemail message left on June 20, 2006. These calls are interviews 
that took the form of a verbal request by the Examiner to cancel claims 35-40. Applicant's 
counsel suggested amending claims 35-40 to incorporate allowable subject matter from 
allowed independent claim 29. No specific agreement was reached on specific 
amendment language for claims 35-40. A proposed amendment has now been reviewed 
with the Applicant. Subsequent to the interview, a telephone request was made to the 
Examiner on September 8, 2006 to review and discuss a proposal for Examiner 
amendment to claims 35-40. 

A second voicemail message was left on September 1 1 in order to set up a 
subsequent telephone interview. Pending a return phone call from the Examiner, it is 
anticipated that a subsequent interview will be conducted to discuss to the proposed 
language for an Examiner amendment.
